Rome.—Pope | Benedict breathed 
his last at six o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing. Tho news was hurriedly com- 
municated from the papal bedcham- 
ber to the principal anteroom, and 
was announced by Monsignor Pizzar- 
do, deputy papal secretary of state, 
just as tho ponderous bells of St. 
Peter’s, overlooking the Vatican court- 
yard, began tolling the hour of six. 
Then, one by one, the bells In Rome’s 
400 churches joined in the horologic 
symphony that marked the passing of 
the head of the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

The end came after a long night of 
intense agony and suffering, the Pon- 
uf now and then passing into dell- 
rium, throughout the anxious night. 
Shortly after midnight he took a lit- 
We nourishmens, which seemed mo- 
mentarily to revive his spirits, but 
within an hour afterwards he began 
to sink rapidly. At 1.15 o’clock Dr. 
Battistini, emerging from the Ponti- 
fical chamber into the anteroom, told 
the Associated Press correspondent 
the end was approaching, that already 
his hands and nose felt cold. 

“He will live only three or four 
hours at the maximum,” said the 
physician. 

From that period ‘on the Pope 
neared the end of his life. Breath- 
ing became a tragic, agonizing task, 


as the supreme pontiff, who had re-|. 


sisted the severe lung and throat 
congestion, was now finally too weak 
to overcome the overwhelming at- 
tack any longer. His eyes were half 
closed as he lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness, while the terrible mastery 
which pneumonia had won

A report recently given out by the 


Dairy Commissioner of Saskatchewan 


shows that during the year 1921 there 
were fifty-five creameries in operation 
in the province and the total output 
of creamery butter from these was 
7,085,000 Iba. with a value of $2,609,- 
000. 1921 was the first year the 
creamery output of Saskatchewan has 
reached the seven million mark, and 
above figures show an increase of 
446,000 Ibs., or nearly 7 per cent. over 
1920, There was also an increase of 
nearly 60,000 milk cows in the prov- 
ince and the total value of dairy pro- 
ducts was more than elghteen and 
three quarter milllon dollars. This is 
a very considerable drop in value from 
total producta of the previous year, 
but this {a reported as due to a de- 
crease in the average market valuea 
which have obtained for dairy pro- 
ducts during the year and not to a de- 
crease in production. 

Comniissioner Marker, of Alberta, 
remarks that the prospects for dairy- 
ing itm this province for 1922 are 
reasonably bright. Continuing, he 
says: “Tho farmers who followed 
dairying {n 1921 were always able to 
sell their product for cash and in a 
ready market, and besides, if we omit 
a few weeks during the early part 
of the season, when the prices were 
at the lowest, the markets for dairy 
produce were really comparatively 
good and without any great fluctua- 
tion.”
